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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Amendments would require further search and consideration. The Applicant's arguments related to the 
amended subject matter (i.e. automatically, capture semantic information, different semantic component, one tag element as a parent, 
and semantic component) are not considered persuasive as they rely on the new scope of the claims. In response to applicant's 
argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e. specification information relating the different element types) are not specifically recited in the rejected claim(s).
